THE CHINA BALL. | 


HONGKONG, THURSDAY, ‘AUGUST 28, 1879, 


Tue recent efforts made by the learned 
Chief Justice to punish receivers of stolen 
property will meet with the hearticat 
sympathy of all lovera of justice in Hong- 
kong. . Having had an opportunity of 
watching Sir John Smale ever since he 
first sat on the Bench, we can safely say 


1 that he could seldom be: accused of 


having advocated laws different to those 
in.force in England. . Sir John’s policy, 
if such a term may be used, waa to 
adhere as nearly as special local lawa 
would permit, to home law and practice. 
It is therefore gratifying to find His 
Lordship asserting, as he does to-day in 
his judgment in Regina v. Leong. Aho, 
the .suitability of a special Ordinance 
to the, “circumstances of this Colony.” 
There are few men now in Hongkong 
who know so well as the .worthy 
occupant of the Bench ‘what the 
circumstances really were. which so 
fully | justified the passing of the 
laws for the suppression of piracy: in 
these waters, Had Sir R7 MacDonnell 
done nothing else for Hongkong, . he 
certainly would have still deserved oredit 
for stamping out violent crimes both on 
sea and land. © The Junk Registration 
Ordinance’ and other measures cleared 
the place of pirates; and the stringent 
measures passed against _ marine-atore 
-dealers and others interested in piratical 
commerce, purged the piratical haunts 
of the Praya Lanes .of:.those who had 
profited most largely by the murderous 
use of the -stink-pot and spear on the 
high - seas. It is: row said that such 
stringency is unnecessary, Mr Hennessy 
has already hinted that the rogistration 
of junks is now a form the necessity for 
which has passed away. Take both these 
“stringent measures” from the local 
statute-book, and there will be no guaran- 
tee whatever left for the continuation of 
our immunity from piratical horrors, So 
much for tHe origin and raison a'étire of 
the ‘stringent meastre” so strongly 
objected to by the counsel for the pri- 
soner ‘in the present case, ‘ 

To the effect of this strict law—that 
the possessor of property known to be 
piratically stolen should, it convicted, be 
held to be guiltyjof'a felony, unless. he 
proves lawful authority or excuse for its 
ssession—much ingenious and plausi+ 
ble objection waa taken by prisoner’s 


‘| counsel (Mr Hayllar). ‘The points thus 


raised by the learned Q. ©., which were 
highly proper and appropriate. in. the 
prisoner's defence, were fully, endorsed 
and “improved ” in an article published 
by our contemporary of this morning. 
Had the writer of that article regarded 
the subject. from. the broad, impartial 
stand-point of the public good, instead of. 
looking at it with a special and one-xided 
legal eye, his conclusions would have been 
sounder and his discretion. would have 
commended itself much more readily to 
the reading public of: this intilligent 
community, Mr Hayllar put it that the 
natural reading of the statute “ altered 
the ordinary rules of eviderice,” and that 
under it “no shopkeeper would: be safe.” 
Our contemporary goes ‘even farther 
than the special. pleuder, ’:The. article 
has it:—“ Indeed, no one would be safe, 
Ifa person wero to buy from. # hawker 
any trifling article, say a reél -of .cotton 
for instance,-and it afterwards appeared . 
that ‘the article, whatever it was, had 
been piratically stolen, the purchaser 
would be in precisely the same position 
as the prisoner in the case now referred 
to, nnless he were able to -produce the 
hawker, which he.would probably find it 
impossible to do.”

RECEIVING GOODS PIRATICALLY BTOLEN.— 
PRISONER SENTENCED TO NINE MONTHS 
IMPRISONMENT WITH HARD LABOUR, 

Leong Abo, accountant in an iron dealer's 
shop Praya West, who was, on Tuesday, 
found guilty, by a Common Jury, of having 
received into his custody, without legal 
‘authority or exonse, eight anchors which 


shad been piraticslly stolen, was now brought: 


up.for sentence., The Jury had strongly 
Fecommonded “the prisoner to meroy, sud 
Mr Hayliar, who, instructed by Mr Wotton, 
appeared for the pritoner, had been allowed 
time to call evidence as to the good char- 
acter of the prisoner, which aa his Lordship 
romarked, was a very important element in 
athe case, remarking that he bad been as- 
tonished to find no reference to it made in 
the evidence laid ‘before the Jury. He 
asked that the évidenca should be abundant 
if the prisoner wanted to make ont a strong 
case ;: he would not grudge the time re- 
quired to bear it. Mr Hayllur now pro- 
uced two witnesses, as followa:— 
» Ohoy Akwal, master of the Sun Fu, a 
-brazier's and a blacksmith’s shop, 314 
Queen's Road West, esid he know the pri-

Dbusivess for more than ten years, (in: his 
present place for five years), and had known 
the prisoner for ten yeara; he had always 
borne a good character.

The Chiof Justice: I do not recollect any 


such cases, and I failed to find any record, . 


but I perhapa did not go very carefully 
vbrough -them, "I understand then that 
there have been osses on which sentences of 
Jess than 18 months have been possed and 
one where a sentence of three months only 
waa passod, In ¢he present case, the crime 
was clearly. proved sgeinst the prisoner. 
He-had the aor of a most zealous and 
able defence ; all points that could be raised 
4n his favour have been urged on the. Jury 
and on the Court by the learned Counsel who 
defended him, and I believe that no one 
doubts that the conviotlon was the necessary 


result of the evidence adduced. In charg- 


ing the Jury I especially fixed their at- 
tention on the charge I have just specifiad, 
because it was cepecially important that the 
public should know that receivers of pro- 
perty piratioslly taken are liable to be 
volved, felons and to be punished as such, 
if they receive such property without 
having taken such precautions as shall 
enable them whenever called on to produca 
the seller to them, or. to shew that they had 
at least an excuee forthe possession of such 
articles by having bought then in the fair 
course.of trade, from some one whom they 
‘may reasonably have believed to have a 
good right to ‘sell the articles piratically 
taken. Lt seems to me that the prisoners’ 
guilt having been proved, it {s important 
that his conviction should be a warning to 
all such recelvers, I did not ask the Jury 
to consider whether or not. the prisoner 
was guilty on tho second. count—in which 
he was charged os having received tho 
same anchors well knowing that they had 
been atolen—because, if the Jary acquitted 
him on the firat chargo, they would proba- 
‘bly have acquitted Limon -the - second 
cbatge, and I desired to render the enquiry 
as free frow complication as possible. But 
I must say that I should myself have had 
no difficulty in finding the. prisoner guilty 
on this charge also. It has often,been said 
that receivers are as bad sa robbers. I 
think that sometimes they are morally 
worse. They certainly are greater pests 
to society. -1f robbers did not know— 
poor homeless friendless creatures aa thoy 
usually are—where to take their spvil at 
once, they wou'd not rob. It is only when 
men holding a poaltion of respeotability 
(false though it be) areknown to robberatbat 
robbers can feel: any prospect of gain from 
ourrying on piracies, burglaries and thofts 
asatrade, A greater service is rendered:to 
society, its safety is better protected, when 
one receiver, holding bis head high asa 
trader, 1s convicted on due evidence, than 
when ten such poor wretched starvelings a3 
thieves look when in the dock are convicted. 
The root of the evil is the recsiver’s shop. 
He usually takes the lion's share of the 
splunder. In the cake of thia prisoner his 
own entry in bis own book gave the date 
of his purchase of these anchors, that date 
being the very next day after the evening 
-when: the piracy was committed beyond the 
Ly-ee-moon. It waa so soonafter the arrival 
of the anchors in this harbour as to preclude 
the supposition that there was opportunity 
for any transfor of the anchors from 
the pirates toany one who, with the sem- 
Dblance of being a blacksmith, might have 
offered them to the prisoner forsale. Such 
recent possession justifies according to law, 
and according to common sense would force 
the presumption that the prisocver was one 
of the pirates; but his book says that he 
bought the articles, be has always said he 
bought the anchors, and his trade confirms 
his contention, and the Jury has found that 
he received these anchors; but when he 
entered the name of a man unknown as 
the seller and wrote that he paid a certain 
price which no one can contradict, these 
-devicea haye been so often had recourse to 
as to be notorious; they have been so 
universally adopted that the jury accepted. 
the fact that the prisoner had written what 
i Pa the book, but they, I presume 
believe—I certainly believe—that these 
entries are not true. Let all shopkeopors’ 
and others learn from this case—hou-h I 
believe they must have known it before—

Jé I am wrong, I am wrong ia following 
Sic James Fitz James Stephens, now one 
of ‘the Judges of the Supreme Court in 
England, to whom mainly is entrusted the 
revision of the Crininal Law of England. 
Ge sasys at p. 218 of A Digest of the Cri- 
minal Law”—the book which is the highest 
authority on Criminal Law that I know :— 
“ The inference that an accused person has 
stolen property or has received it knowing 
it to be stolow may be drawn from the fact 
that it 1s found in his possession after being 
atolen and that he gives no satisfactory 
account of the ‘vay in which it came into 
his possession.” This is what I have sald ; 
nothing more, nothing less. In this case 
the Crown proved, as I think, that the 
prisoner after his arrest offered money to 
the prosecutor, The prosecutor has been 
twice tested in this Court and I hold him 
to be a witness of truth. Now in this cuse 
the Crown proved. by the prisoner’s own 
statement that whereas the robbery was far 
at sea on the evening of the 20th the 
prisoner had bought them on the 2ist. 
More recent possession by the -prisoner 
could not be. The prisoner said he got, 
these goods honestly, but he gave no 
evidence to that effect, If the anchors had 
been found in the prisoner’s possession a 
year after ® robbery, then if the Crown 
failed to prove guilty knowledge, the jury 
would be. directed to acquit; bat the re- 
cency of the possession after the robbery 
was of itself evidence that the man in 
whose possession it was was the pirate, and 
threw, and properly threw, the burthen of 
proving innocence on the prisoner, and 
that not by this ordinance but by the com- 
mon. and statute law of England. under 
which in former times hundreds of criminals 
have been hung 91d in this Court burglars 
and thieves have been convicted at almost 
every sessions, In murder the actual 
act of killing is proved every seldomindeed, 
but the possession, shortly after the murdey, 
by a man, of articles which had been on 
the person of the murdered man before he 
was murdered {is often of itself held 
sufficient evidence not only of the robbery 
but of the murder by the man in whose 
possession recently after the murder the ar- 
ticles are found. - 

His Lordship then, addressing the pri- 
soner, said ;—-And now it becomes my duty 
to pass the sentence of the Court on you,— 
Leong Aho. The Jury, in finding you guilty, 
strongly recommended you to mercy. It is 
always gratifying to the Court to attend to 
such recommendations. You- have called 
two persons to. speak to your character 
being good. . 1 cannot say I am overwhelm: 
ed by- the weight of thelr testimony. I 
have taken all these matters into conside- 
ration and I shall pass a lenient sentence— 
I fear too lenient a sentence—on you. The 
sentence of the Court is that you be im- 
prisoned aud kept to hard labour for a 
period of nine calendar months. 1 have 
treated you leniently, but I must add that 
so long as [sit on this Bench, I intend in 


future to treat tho receivers as nearly, if not |- 


quite, as bad as the robbers, and’ pass heavy 
sentences on them accordingly. 

The prisoner, to whom. were interpreted 
the remarks of his- Lordship which were 
addressed to him, looked considerably. 
dazed as he was. bolng removed. : 

The Ohief Justice, with regard to the 
question he had referred to, touching the 
Presa, continued :—Observations made in 
print until the conclusion ofa trialare a 
contempt of this Court. I believe they 
were intended to influence my judgment, 
and to a certain extent they have; they 
have-led me -to-reconsider -this case; -and 
my judgment is not what it was last night. 
T shall never be influenced by public opi- 
nion whether verbal or printed.” That I said 
within the first month after I took my seat 
here, and to that I have adhered. ~~ I don’t 
think the prisoner has to thank his friends, 
T will make one further observation. Tho 
paper in which. the article appeared has 
usually been so exceedingly fair: and so 
xealonsly anxious to avoid interfering with 
public business improperly, that { am onl; 
surprised at its having appeared, and 
must regard it as a mishap, and shall thero- 
fore take no further notice of it, although 
it was Hable to be farther taken notloe of.

profit. There are now two steamers and 
one sailing vessel on the way up with rice, 
but the quantity they bring is not likely to 
affect the market price to any great extent, 
The retail price of Japan rice in Kobe, 
Osaka, and Kioto, now ranges between yen 
land yen 1.10 per to; that fe, from yen Lo 
to yer 11 per kohu, almost double its price 
last year. Only the pocrest class will eat 
Chiea or Saigon rice, both of which are 
inferior to the home-grown grain.

Upper 
Barma, where cultivation has-besa entirely 
neglected, owing, in the first place, to tho’ 
critical state of the relations between the 
Upper and Lower Barmah Governments, 
and, next, to the baneful influences of those 
lotteries which are being hold almost daily 
in Mandalay alluring tho simple culdvators 
away from their legitimate work to try 
their luck in the wheel of fortune, In too 
many instances it is the case that these 
poor cultivators hive sold off everything 
they possessed to indulge this newly acquir- 
ed craving, fostered and encouraged by a 
depraved impecunious monarch, who ouly 
looks to his present needs and not to the 
future good of hissubjects, His old father, 
knowing full well the uncertainty which 
invarlably exists as to the success of the 
paddy crops of Upper Burma even with all 
the attention which could be bestowed on 
them, usually provided for periods of 
scarcity by storing large quantities of grain 
in oa Ara Theebaw hns. been eating 
largely into the stocks accummulated by 
his father without replenishing them and 
the outlook in Upper Burma ts, as may be 
imagined, not a very bright one. One 
cannot-help deploring the unhappy state of 
a naturally rich country whose rulers do. 
not know how to govern.
